PROPOSED MERGER 
UF TWO COLLEGES 
AROUSES BAPTISTS 


Suggested Joining of Mer- 
cer and Bessie Tift 
Throws Macon Conven- 
tion Into Turmoil. 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 16.—(/)—After 
two days of argument of budget plans, 
the Georgia aptist convention to- 
night’ was plunged into another contro- 
versy when the committee on educa- 
tion recommended consolidation of 
Mercer University and Bessie Tift 
College.

Old Baptist lead- 
ers expected an all-night battle, but 
at midnight a motion to adjourn un- 
carried, without 
final action on the proposal. 

The report of Dr. Aquila Chamlee, 
president of Bessie Tift College, was 
changed into a diatribe against the 
proposal, which had immediately pre- 
ceded his scheduled report. 

Budget Plan Approved. 

Reports of R. K. White, president 
of Norman Junior College, and A. M. 
Gates, president of Brewton-Parker 
Institute, also on the education pro- 
gram, became arguments against 
adoption of any budget lan under 
consideration, which would in effect 
abandon for the convention any inter- 
est in the two secondary schools,

McCallie Tests Sand,

Dr. S. W. McCallie, state geologist. 
said Wednesday that he had notified 
officials of the Altamaha Oil and Gas 
Company that he was unable to find 
traces of oil in commercial quantities 
in borings sunk in a well near the 
junction of the Oemulgee and Ogee- 
chee rivers in Jeff Davis county. 

Claims by oil men on the ground 
were that later borings into the sand 
below 710 feet showed oil of high 
quality of approximately 41 gravity. 
It was stated by Hamer Reger, vice 
president of the company and in 
charge of the drilling operations, that 
the well would be sunk farther and 
the final test made about the middle 
or end of next week, when necessary 
casing, now en route, had arrived. 

The geologist said he was not pre- 
pared to say definitely that there was 
no oil of commercial quantities in the 
field, but merel- that the borings 
sent to him for observation gave no 
indication of it. 

The Altamaha company was formed 
by a group of citizens in the area for 
the purpose of prospecting for oil, 

“It may be that there is oil in the 
field,” Dr. McCallie said. “The com- 
any reported that the borings had 
een sent down a depth of 700 feet. 
At that level they showed no indica- 
tion of a large amount of oil, and I 
so informed the company today.”

ON STATE BUDGE! 


President-Elect Rapidly 
Recovering From Cold, 
Plans Georgia Trip. 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, AlI- 
BANY. N. Y.. Nov. 16.—(#)—Gover- 
nor Roosevelt, in a gray business suit, 
up from a sick bed after five days 
illness, worked on the state budget at 
the executive mansion today, seeking 
ways of making up a deficit of “some- 
thing under $80,000,000" in this 
years revenue. 

The president-elect held his regular 
press conference and saw a few vis- 
itors. 

Mr. Roosevelt, appearing rested and 
without an apparent trace of the cold 
that sent him to bed a few days after 
his election, said he felt “fine.” 

“Tomorrow I'll be down in my 
study on the first floor and perhaps 
the, next day I'll go outside,” he re- 
marked. He is scheduled to go to 
Hyde Park Saturday and to leave for 
Warm Springs, Ga., early next week. 

He will stop off at Washington for 
an informal talk with President Hoo- 
ver, who invited him to the White 
House to discuss the foreign debt sit- 
uation. 

“No, IT don’t know when I will call 
the president,” he replied.to a ques- 
tion. The governor asserted, in his 
answer to Mr. Hoover's invitation, 
that he would telephone him when he 
decided to leave for Georgia. 

When newspapermen entered the 
governor's bedroom he was seated at 
a ecard table signing letters. 

“Oh, we'll balance the budget of 
the state,” he declared, pointing out 
that a provision of the state constitu- 
tion required that a deficit one year 
must be made up the next. 

“How will you do it?” 
asked. 

“By economies and perhaps taxes, 
but we haven't got down to that yet,” 
he answered. The “we” referred also 
to Mark Graves, the budget director. 

Mr. Roosevelt will present a com- 
plete budget to his successor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor Herbert H. Lehman, 
he said. 

Lehman will be inaugurated Janu- 
ary 1 and the budget does not go to 
the legislature until the end of the 
month, 

The president-elect said “sure” he 
would attend the inauguration of the 
man he advanced for the nomination 
and whose interest brought Roosevelt 
and former Governor Smith together 
for the first time after their contest 
for the presidential nomination at 
Chicago. The two met at the state 
democratic convention which nomi- 
nated Lehman.

BREAKING OF PACT 
DENIED BY DAIRIES 


Producers Agreed to Ac- 
cept Reduction, Distrib- 
utors’ Statement Says. 


Atlanta milk distributors Wednes- 
day night flatly denied the charges 
made by producers that they have 
broken their price agreement reach- 
ed by arbitration at a conference here 
September 28, 

In addition to denying the charge 
of breach of agreement, the distribu- 
tors—consisting of heads of five of 
the city’s largest pasteurizing plants 
—asserted that representatives of the 
producers bad agreed to accept a re- 
duction of one and one-half cents a 
gallon in the price paid producers for 
raw milk. 

As the result of the signed denial 
of the Atlanta distributors, it became 
known Wednesday night for the first 
time that a meeting of the arbitra- 
tion commission had been held in At- 
lanta several weeks ago, at which 
representatives of the producers had 
accepted the reduction asked by the 
distributors. The reduction was from 
16 cents a gallon to 141-2 cents a 
gallon, or 21-2 cents a gallon more 
than the price received by the pro- 
ducers prior to the “milk holiday” 
called by members of the Georgia Milk 


Producers’ Confederation last Septem- 


ber. Producers, prior to the “holi- 
day.” had been receiving only 12 cents 
a gallon for their product. 

6-Man Commission. Named. 

The “holiday” was settled when an 
arbitration commission of six mem- 
bers—three representing each side— 
was appointed. Floyd Newton, of 
Madison: L. O. Benton, of Monticello, 
and H. H. Hardin, of Forsyth, were 
representatives of the producers; 
while B. B. George, president of Ped- 
igree Dairies, Inc.; J. C, Peek, presi- 
dent of Clover Dale Dairies, and W. 
M. Luckie, president of J. A. 
Dairies, represented the distributors. 

The statement Wednesday night 
was issued under the signatures of 
the following officials: Peek, Luckie, 
George. R. F. Olds, president, Mod- 


‘ern Milk and Ice Cream Company, 


Inc., and J. J. McWilliams, presi- 
dent of Techwood Dairies. 

“Records prove,” the statement as- 
serted, “that the distributors of pas- 
teurized milk have never, at any 
time, broken their agreement with the 
producers. There has been no viola- 
tion whatever by the distributors, 
either of the letter or spirit of con- 
tracts entered into. 

Changed by Agreement. 

The statement goes on to contend 
that changes in the price of milk fol- 
lowing the recent strike “were made by 
mutual agreement between distribu- 
tors and producers, with the excep- 
tion of the price to the consumers, 
which was established by the distribu- 
tors.” 

After claiming that distributors of 
pasteurized milk are paving more for 
their milk than when the ‘trike was 
called and are selling it at no in- 
crease in price to the retailers, the 
distributors’ statement says: 

“In accordance with the terms of 
the strike agreement, the distribu- 
tors on October 1 began paying the 
producers 16 cents a gallon, an in- 
crease of 4 cents a gallon over the 
price being paid when the strike was 
called. The distributors also raised 
the price of milk to consumers. 

“Drop in consumption of milk 
eaused such heavy losses to the dis- 
tributors under the new price that 
the commission was petitioned to re- 
rise prices.” This was done at a meet- 
ing of the full commission, attended 
by three representatives of the dis- 
tributors and three representatives of 
the producers, & 

Consumer's Price Reduced. 

“The commission decreased’ the 
price to producers 11-2 cents a gal- 
lon, which still gave the producers 
a price of 21-2 cents a gallon higher 
than they got before the strike. Al- 
thongh under this new price author- 
ized by the commission the distribu- 
tors were paying 21-2 cents a gallon 
more for their milk than before the 
strike, they reduced the price to the 
(public) consumer. restoring it to the 
pre-strike level, where it now stands.” 

Members of the arbitration commis- 
sion representing the producers Wed- 
nesday night were asked how they 
voted on the proposal for a reduction 
of from 16 to 141-2 cents. IL, 
Benton, of Monticello, refused to sar 
whether he voted for or against the 
reduction, while Floyd Newton, of 
Madison. admitted he had voted for 
it, saying “there was nothing else we 
could do.”

Export Bounty on Wheat 
and Corn Proposed by 
New Yorker. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(UP) 
An export bounty on wheat and corn 
to increase the farmers’ purchasing 
power by almost $1,000,000,000 was 
recommended to a senate subcommit- 
tee today by Nisbet Grammer, million- 
aire Buffalo (N. Y.) grain elevator 
and steamship operator, who appeared 
in opposition to the St. Lawrence 
waterway project. 

Grammer said changes in freight 
rates brought about by the waterway 
would not help the farmer. He pro- 
, zed instead that the government 
place an export bounty of 20 cents a 
bushel on wheat and corn. His pro- 
posal was similar to the export de- 
benture farm relief program which 
has been before congress on many 
Oc. asions. 

Farmers of Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas, Grammer predicted, would re- 
ceive less for their winter wheat 
shipped through the gulf ports if the 
waterway is completed. 

He declared only a small amount 
of American wheat would be available 
for export via the Great Lakes to 
Europe, but in comparison more than 
300,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat 
would be —_. for shipment. 

Samuel B. Botsford, general man- 
ager of the Buffalo Chamber of Com- 
merce, which is opposing the water- 
way, submitted a brief pointing out 
hundreds of millions of dollars would 
be spent on the project whose eco- 
nomic value was described as specu- 
lative. 

The benefit to the American people 
from such expenditure would not, jus- 
tify the burden of additional debt and 
taxation, Botsford maintained.

According to City Manager Denton, 
the next bonds do not come due until

The sound advice given by Presi- 
dent George A. Sloan, president. of 
the Cotton Textile Institute, to’ the 
mill executives attending the meet- 
ing of the institute’s beard of direc- 
tors, if universally carried out, 
would go far towards placing the 
textile interests of the country on 
a firm basis of prosperity. 

In citing his belief that ‘a new 
day is dawning” in the industry, 
President Sloan points out that it 
is “in a unique position in com- 
parison with other industries be-

cause of the unusually fine recent | 


demand for its products.” 

The danger of flooding the mar- 
kets through over-anxiety to reap 
greater profits than are yet in sight 
is seen by Mr.’ Sloan and he urges 
that operations be carefully or- 
dered, with employment given to 
the maximum number of workers 


“possible without reaching the point 


of maximum production. Such pro- 
duction, he warns, woyld shut the 
mills quickly, despite the present 
favorable outlook. 

In line with Mr. Sloan’s advice, 
the directors of the institute again 
urged all textile miH executives to 
eliminate night work for women 
and children and shorten work 
shifts generally in order that the 
benefits of the renewed mill activ- 
ity should be spread out among as 
many as possible of the workers. 

Under the leadership of the in- 
stitute, night employment of wom- 
en and children in more than 80 
per cent of southern mills has been 
discontinued during the past sev- 
eral years. Now the effort is being 
made to bring into line with this 
progressive and humanitarian poli- 
cy the few remaining mills, which, 
short-sighted to their own best in- 
terests and to the welfare of their

Move to Send 1,000 Families Back to Farms 
Is Launched by Forward Georgia Committee 


ture of $50,000 to send a thousand 
si-anded families back to good Geor- 
gia farm lands was launched at a 
luncheon of the Forward Georgia 
Committee of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce Wednesday, when mem- 
bers pledged their support to the pro- 
gram of farm rehabilitation sponsored 
by the chamber. 

Based on estimates given by leaders 
at the luncheon, which placed the 
necessary cost of transferring such 
families back to the farms at $50 per 
family, the whole project, it was ex- 
plained, could be carried out on a 
fund of $50,000. Each family would 
be allowed to borrow the $50 inci- 
dent to the transfer, and repayment, 
under the proposal, can be made when 
the families have become rehabilitated. 

Roy lLeCraw, president of the 
chamber, presided at the luncheon, 


and Mavor James L. Key, Jack Wil- 
liams, of Waycross, president of the 
Georgia Press Association, and other 
members of the city government were 
present. — 

50,000 Farms Abandoned. 

Mr. LeCraw said that 50,000 Geor- 
gia farms had been abandoned follow- 
ing -the exodus that started in 1923, 
and that many of these farm people 
were represented in the 45,000 per- 
sons now on charity in Atlanta. Sixty 
families, he added, had been returned 
to the farms, every one of whom was 
on charity here. Now only eight fami- 
lies were still receiving aid. 

Only $5 or $6 a month was required 
for these families, Mr. LeCraw said.

This would enable them to finance< 


themselves for about six months: un- 
til they could become self-sustaining, 
He pointed out that these families 
were enabled to carry on by them- 
selves, and were relieved from the ne- 
cessity of continuing to accept a 
dole. 

Mayor Key made it plain that the 
families were not dumped on the 
farms, but that measures were taken 
whereby they would be sustained un- 
til their crops began to come in. He 
predicted that the movement would 
become state-wide. 

Some of the destitute of Atlanta, he 
predicted, would never become assimi- 
lated but would live on indefinitely 
in mendicancy and pauperism if noth- 
ing but the dole were given to them. 
He told of how’ the city fed 7,000 peo- 
ple a day at the auditorium. The 
meals, he said, because of the liberal- 
ity of manufacturers and food deal- 
ers, cost less than one cent each. 

Williams Praises Movement. 

Mr. Williams said that at first the 
people in the state were skeptical of 
the ' back-to-the-farm movement, but 
now were won over to it. He said 
the committee was on the right road, 
and he commended warmly the efforts 
of Mr. LeCraw and his associates.

Others Say Universities Have 
Not Been Intelligently 
Supported. 


NEW YORK,. Nov. 16.—(4)—The 
modern American type of university 
was labeled a success today by two 
speakers at the conference of univer- 
sities, but a third declared advanced 
scholarship and professional education 
have not in general been either ade- 
quately or intelligently supported. 

Said Harry Woodburn Chase, for- 
mer president of University of North 
Carolina, and now president of the 
University of Illinois: 

“Tested both by their productive 
output and by their stimulaéion to the 
intellectual life, our universities do 
not seem to me to have failed. 

“T say by their stimulation to the 
intellectual life duly mindful of the 
fact that many of our universities, and 
especially the state universities, must 
select their students largely after they 
enter. But, measured in terms of the 
total population, it does not seem to 
me that our total number of successes 
is unduly low.”

YOUNG'S ROLE TOLD 
IN INSULL INQUIRY 


Chicagoan Bares “In- 
fluence” of Banker Prior 
to Financier’s Collapse. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—(UP)—The 
influence of Owen D. Young upon 
New York bankers prevented the af- 
fairs of Samuel Insull from becoming 
hopelessly involved a year before the 
Insull Utilities collapsed, a Chicago 
banker testified in federal court to- 
day. 

Young, a prominent democrat, finan- 
cier and manufacturer, acted as medi- 
ator in getting the New York banks 
to sign a standstill agreement on the 
millions they had lent the now de- 
funct Insull Utilities Investments, 
Inc., Edward E. Brown said. i." 

Brown is vice president of the First 
National bank here. He was called 
in Federal Judge Walter C. Lindley’s 
search for assets of the $200,000,000 
utilities concern. 

He said that Young was the prin- 
cipal “peacemaker” in the controversy 
over whether the banks should - fore- 
close on their Insul] loans, or whetb- 
er they should vive the Samuel Insull 
interests a breathing spell. He ob- 
tained the latter. 

“You were always happy to have 
Young keep the bankers in _line, 
weren't you?” asked Attorney Louis 
Jacobson, representing stockholders. 

“Yes,” replied Brown. 


Earlier in the day Samuel Insull | 


Jr. completed his testimony by giving 
a vague idea of the high salaries paid 
to the Insulls by their assorted cor- 
porations. 

He admitted that he received $173,- 
334.29 in 1929 and 1930. He said he 
was paid $67.084.30 in 1929 and $106,- 
249.99 in 1930. The 100 Insull cor- 
porations failed with receivershiy of 
the gigantic Middle West Utilities 
Company in April, this year. 

Young Insull’s memory was faulty 
as Jacobson attempted to lead him 
through a maze of technical detail in 
regard to assets, loans and liabilities 
of the various Insull interests.

Christendom Cha 
Says Southern 


llenged by Crisis, 
Baptist President 


MACON, Ga., Nov. 16.—(4)—The 
prevailing economic crisis has chal- 
lenged Christendom to take up where 
science, government, education and 
commerce have failed. Dr. F. F. 
Brown, president of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention. told the Georgia Bap- 
tist state convention at-its annual 
meeting here tonight. 

Christianity represents the “only 
values in the world that have not been 
discounted.” he said. “Everything 
else in the world has failed. Science 
has failed. Government has failed. 
Education has failed. Commerce has 
failed. But amid all the confusion 
and turmoil of a world that staggers 
and reels and rocks, Jesus Christ 
stands in sublime isolation. He 
all-su“‘icient for every situation and 
every human need.” 

Dr. Brown termed Southern Baptist 
'work “critical bu. not hopeless’ as 
'a consequence of financial reverses 
j}and decreased employment throughout 
‘the country. 

“Our institutions and enterprises 
are imperiled by heavy financial obli- 
gations.” he agreed. “Many of our 
people are passing through losses and 
reverses that are discouraging. Some 
of them are out of employment and 
have no income. We must frankly 
face the facts. but we must not grow 
despondent. As we look at one side 
of the picture we see discouraging 
features. But there is another side. 

“The blessings of God have rested 
upon our service in a marvelous way. 
We are agrecd that the most insistent 
ery from the hearts of those in this 
land and all lands is the spiritual 
er.. We are agreed that the most 
insistent need of this land and all 
lands is the pressing need for which 
our ehurehes and Christian institu- 
tions stand. This is not a time for 
discouragement. This is not a time 
to relax efforts and let down. There 
must he no compromise. or surrender, 
or délavy in our attempt to give the 
gospel of Jesus Christ in all it. reach 
land significance to the entire world.” 

Regarding the financial condition of 
Baptist institutions, Dr. Brown said 
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“the bankers will tell you that we 
have more physical assets than the 
average corporation.” 

“There are no business corporations 
in. the world th-t have more to show 
for their debts than our various Bap- 
tist institutions.” he continued. 

Aside from dollars and cents, Dr. 
Brown said he was thinking of “values 
that cannot be totaled on the adding 
machine—spiritual values. No group 
of men, whether board of directors or 
some other group from our own Bap- 
tist life, but what would say that 
every dollar spent has been multi- 
plied in a way that no man of us 
dares to try to measure. Our people 
will do the right. Let us have confi- 
‘dence in them. Let us tell them, of 
ithe blessings of God upon our wit- 
ness for Christ and give them an op- 
| portunity to respond.” 

Confusion and uncertainty in the 
field of education as to method, aim 
and content afford “an imperative 
challenge and a commanding oppor- 
'tunity.” Dr. Brown said. 
| “There seems to be a growing ten- 
dency on the part of many educators 
and institutions to dismiss all that is 
spiritual and supernatural from the 
field of education. When one writes 
the word ‘Christian’ before the word 
‘education’—not only writes the word 
there, but vitalizes it with the Chris- 
tian content—all confusion and uncer- 
tainty. disappear. In the presence of 
Christian education, the . threatening 
tendenciés. are nermanently halted.” 

For those who might ask “will the 
Christian college survive?” Dr. Brown 
had this answer: 

“We, as southern Baptists, must 
recapture the vision and compelling 
convictions concerning Christian edu- 
cation that our forefathers held. We 
must surround our Baptist schools and 
colleges with the faith: and prayers 
and sacrifices. that launched these in- 
stitutions and brought them across. the 
years to us.”

Bessie Tift-Mercer Con- 
solidation Proposal 
Draws Storm of Protest.

the junior colleges to local control of 
trustees or alumni is. practically ef- 
fected by the budget. Shorter, in the 
finest kind of spirit, is asking only 
for our good-will and moral support.” 

He then read the committee's re- 
port to combine Bessie Tift and Mer- 
cer. Difficulties maybe presented, 
he said, through technicalities of trust 
funds and. charter warrants. The 
committee recommended, however, the 
appointment of a special committee 
to investigate the merger proposal, 
with instructions to report the find- 
ings to the next annual session of the 
convention. 

Argui for the recommendation, 
Dr. Monérief declared the convention 
has decreased the number of its ed- 
ucational institutions from 14 in 1920 
to 5 in 1928, with a decrease in value 
from approximately $2,500,000 to $2,- 
$45,519.

A compromise on the financial plan 
was reached at noon after many hours 
of debate by leaders of the convention. 
Under the agreement interest will be 
paid on the bonds of the Georgia Bap- 
tist hospital at Atlanta, and a five- 
year moratorium on payments on 
principal will be asked of the bond- 
holders. : 

Mercer University, in Macon, will 
receive its regular appropriation of 
$32,000 under the compromise, while 
other institutions, Bessie Tift College 
for Girls at Forsyth, Ga., Shorter 
College for Girls at Rome, Brewton- 
Parker Institute and Norman Park 
Institute will receive reduced appro- 
priations. 

Exact amounts to be made avail- 
able to the institutions other than 
Mercer are to be fixed during sessions 
of the budget committee and various 
convention leaders. Original amounts 
designated for these schools were : Bes-

The compromise agreement is con- 
sidered by church leaders as a post- 
ponement of the final reckoning.

Even Defeated “Drys” Will 
Vote Wet in December, 
Says Celler. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(/)—

repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
at the December session of congress 
were the subject of continued discus- 
sion today on Capitol Hill, 

Plans, were afoot among anti-pro- 
hibitionists to organize s.on to pre- 
sent a united front on beer legisla- 
tion in the house. On the senate 
side, Senator Fess, of Ohio, former 
republican prohibition leader, said 
he saw no “real obstacles to passing 
a repeal resolution at the short ses- 
sion.” 

Representative ‘ Rainey, of Tllinois, 
democratic floor leader, said he had 
ascertained that “considerable senti- 
ment has developed for action on beer 
legislation at the coming session” 
and that he saw no objection. 

Representative Celler, democrat, 
New York, who has been an advocate 
of beer for years, said in 


ment : 
“There undoubtedly will 


in both houses to pass a beer and wine 


so severe that even defeated ‘drys, 


‘wet’ in December.” 

The New Yorker estimated that 
with beer and Jight wines legalized 
$400,000,000 revenue would _ be re-

‘Vocational Guidance’ Is Subject 
Of Business Women’s Club Program 


A program centering around voca- 
tional guidance was presented by the 
research committee of the Buisness and 
Professional Women’s Club Wednes- 
day evening. at the dinner meeting giv- 
en at the Hotel Winecoff. 

Short talks were given by Dr. Maude 

Foster, well-known Atlanta phy- 
sician; Miss Lota W. Orr, assistant 
state supervisor of trade and indus- 
trial education and connected with the 
Atlanta Opportunity school; Mrs. Er- 
nest Bell, attorney; Miss Leila Bunce, 
supervisor of home economies for Ful- 
ton county, and Miss Jane Van De 
Vrede, executive nurse. 

In outlining the program of work 
of the research committee, Mrs. C. P. 
Ozburn, chairman, gave a comprehen- 
sive summary of the present economic 
situation in its relation to vocational 
guidance, and urged business nad pro- 
fessional women to join with other 
forces in helping to shape ttends for 
a more equable production and distri- 
bution of business and _ professional 
service in this city and country. 


Miss Orr Speaks. 


Miss Orr presented the work of the 
Opportunity school under the Smith- 
Hughes act, which gives to young peo- 
ple between the ages of 14 and 18 who 
are employed on part-time basis, or 
who are temporarily unemployed, op- 
portunity for training in numerous 
subjects which will increase their use- 
fulness. 

Dr, Foster discussed preventive med- 
icine, which has for its ideal 100 per 
cent efficiency, superb bodies, energy, 
vitality, alert minds and wholesome 
spirits, all of the requisites for health 
aud for getting the most out of life by 
puttiog the most into it. Miss Van 
De Vrede gave a short history of nurs- 
ing, one of the oldest professions for 
women, Quoting from statistics she 
said that there is one nurse for every 
200 people, or every 53 families. in At- 
lanta, with similar figures indicating 
the great overproduction of nurses 
throughout the country. 

Mrs. Bell pleaded for a deeper un- 
derstanding between men and women 
who now meet in the business and pro- 
fessional world to offer their contri- 
butions to the social and economic 
life of the community. Miss Bunce 
talked of home economics in its vari- 


ous phases, illustrating with charts 
which show that home economics is a 
subject centering around Le eyed 
all problems of the home and other in- 
stitutions, the study of food, shelter.

But in the meantime some 
of the soft spots turned out to be no softer than Colonel 
Sam Tate’s granite, which is very tough indeed. 
And one of these slipped up and administered a defeat that 
was totally unexpected. That was Tech, the team that had been 
taking hard raps each week. There is an old prize fight adage 
which says that you’ve got to be out there taking the hard ones

It is very gratifying to learn that Messrs. Chet Wynne and 
Roger Kiley, the Auburn coaches, are facing the Georgia game 
with something approaching calm.

“Vanderbilt is willing to play anv 
representative team,” Mectinugin said,

GREAT AUBURN 
ELEVEN FACES 
TEST SATURDAY 


Victory Over Georgia Will 
Return Title to 
Plains.

Auburn, one of the nation's six 
unbeaten, untied football teams, needs 
only a victory over Georgia Saturday 
to bring the Southern conference foot- 
ball title back to the Plains of Ala- 
bama, where it hasn't been in a long 
time, 

A small, cohesive, hard-blocking 
team with all the elusive speed of 
the Notre Dame system at peak ef- 
ficiency, has put Auburn at the head 
of the parade after so many years of 
dragging along in the rear. 

Tulane and Georgia Tech, always 
among the south’s best teams, have 
been knocked off as Auburn galloped 
along the comeback trail, getting 
enough touchdowns to rank second in 
scoring among the unbeaten teams. 

Back in the.last decade, little Mike 
Donahue turned out big teams that 
stem-rollered through the sonth 
every year. Donahue left Auburn 
and Auburn began losing. Then Chet 
Wynne, a Notre Dame man and the 
last of a long ‘ine of Anburn 
coaches, was brought down from the 
middle west. That was in 1930. Aun- 
burn won 3 out of 10 games. Last 
year there were five victories, three 
losses and one tie. The team won the 
last game of 1931 and has won the 
eight games played so far in 1932. a 
winning streak of nine and the best 
record since 1913. 

TEST SATURDAY. 

Auburn’s test comes Saturday. 
Tennessee and Vanderhilt tied last 
Saturday. to leave Auburn all alone 
in the title race. 

Georgia has developed from a green 
team with all the indecision of sopho- 
mores to an outfit that plays hard, 
smart football and is hard to beat. If 
Auburn doesn't trip on the Georgia 
hurdle it has only South Carolina to 
whip for a perfect season. South 
Carolina isn’t very tough for a team 
like Auburn, 

The Notre Dame system is strictly 
followed on offense and defense. Au- 
burn’s team is practically the small- 
est in Dixie. It doesn’t have great 
power and must depend on speed, 
blocking and deception. It has all 
three, 

Success of plays depends upon 
every man performing a major part 
in their execution and Captain Jim- 
my Hitcheock, the spark plug of the 
team, is the best performer. A hard. 
fast runner, loosely built and hard 
to tackle, he also passes and punts. 

Another man of whom little has 
been heard is Ripper Williams, who 
runs the team from quarterback. He 
gives all orders, is a good blocker and, 
like the incomparable Dodd, of Ten- 
nessee, serves as a coach while the 
team is on the field. 

Firpe Phipps and Truck Talley 
have weight and speed and rank with 
Hitcheock at ground-gaining. They 
are as good defensively as offensive- 
ly and getting through Auburn's sec- 
ondary is a very hard job. 

GOOD ENDS. 

The ends are taken care of by 
Arial and Grant, probably the best 
pair in the south. The line is little. 
loud, tough and always good for 60 
minutes. There is not an outstand- 
ing star. McCollum and Primm, the 
tackles; Jones and Chambless, the 
guards, and Lee Johnson, center, are 
each as good as the other. 

“A good deal of progress has been 
made since the start of the season,” 
says Coach Wynne. “The boys now 
have more poise and are smarter. The 
team has developed because of hard 
work on the part of everyone con- 
nected with the athletic department. 
We have a’ good team but are con- 
siderably -worried about Georgia.” 

Coach Mehre, of Georgia, however, 
is worried ahout Auburn, so _ that 
makes it even. 

Auburn started ont by smothering 
Birmingham-Southern, a team that 
was hard tp beat three years ago, 
61-0. The Tiger clawed Erskine, 
77-0; turned back a tough Duke 
team, 18-7; showed that it had ver- 
satility by defeating Tech—which has 
developed into one of the hardest of 
southern teams—in the rain, 6-0: 
came out of that hard game to end 
Tulane’s three-year rule in the south 
with a 19-7 victory: relaxed against 
Mississippi but made a grand Iast- 
minute stand to win, 14-7: took How- 
ard easily, 25-0, and had little trou- 
ble with Florida, 21-7. 

The schedule had set-ups on it but 
there were tough spots in it. A well- 
coached, able football team. that 
knew its fundamentals and hit hard 
and fast was necessary to come 
through victorious. That's the sort 
of team they have at Auburn.

larly in the grades B, C and D divi- 
sions, are so heavily in debt to major 
clubs that it is impossible for present 
owners, who haven't sufficient funds 
to operate the clubs properly, to sell 
them to men who have money. Pros- 
pective purchasers won't buy clubs 
that are buried under old paper. Most 
of these debts are for players sent 
down from the majors, and some of 
them are 10 or more years old. 
Minor league officials believe that 
a clean sweep of the debt situation 
would bring new money and new 
blood into the lower teams, thereby 
bolstering the whole baseball picture. 
Unless something like this is done 
many of the clubs are expected to fold 
up within the next year. 

A special committee may be ap- 
pointed to represent the association in 
appealing for cancellation. If this 
committee is appointed, it probably 
will appear at the National league 
meeting in New York on December 13. 
In keeping with the association's 
campaign for economy, the meeting 
also will consider the reduction of sal- 
ary and player limits for all classifi- 
cations of leagues, and the discon- 
tinnance of broadcasting home games. 
Of the three grade AA leagues, the 
American association already has re- 
duced its total monthly club salary 
for all players to $6,500. The Interna- 
tional league has cut from $13,000 to 
$8,200, and the Pacific Coast league 
is expected to do likewise. 

Leagues in the grade A division are 
expected to reduce their total monthly 
player salary from $5,000 to $3,500. 
And the B, C and D divisions probably 
will follow suit.

land was obscured by clouds tonight 
as the last of the Leonids, meteoric 
visitors from celestial space, departed 
—to be gone for another 33 years. 
_ At the Harvard College observatory 
in Cambridge and at Harvard’s new 
observatory at Oak Hill, Harvard, 
Mass., watchers with powerful tele- 
scopic cameras remained on duty, pre- 
pared for action should the heavy 
clouds part for a last glimpse of the 
shower of shooting stars. 

During the early morning hours of 
Tuesday and Wednesday, brilliant 
moonlight hampered observation of 
what, it had been hoped, would be a 
spectacular display of astronomical 
fireworks. During Tuesday night and 
Wednesday moruing, the Harvard ob- 
servers saw only about 500 meteors— 
none of them unusually brilliant. 

This was a disappointing show as 
compared with the thousands that 
flashed across the sky a century ago. 
The watchers estimated that thou- 
sands did nevertheless cross the sky 
undetected.
